Maſtris finding her out of order ,, began to examine the cauſe ; where- 
'vpon ſupſpeCting what had happen'd, ſhe got a Midwife , who upon

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inquiry found ſte had teen celivered; ite which ſhe ſtoutly cenied , 
but at laſt confeſſed ſhe bad,the Child keing {till Porn, and that ſhe had 
locked it in'her Box, where it was accordingly found, this keing {worn 
by the Witneſs; her Anſwer was, That ſhe fnaing her pains come 
faſt gpcn her : Enccked with her jhoo., as loud as pxcſhble, bur 
could make nore hear her, by reaſcn ſhe lay up three pair of Rairs; 
but the concealing of ths Child, being a material -Point of Evidence 
againſt her ; upon the recitig the Statute , {he-was tound gulity of

- Sibel T homas was indifted for the Murther of one Mary Hut , a Maid 
ot at: out Eighteen Yeers of Age, living 1 Mhite-Chappel ; the manner 
thus, Some angry words rifing Eetween the Mother of the Deceaſed , 
and the Pri/oner, the Deceaſed , in taking her Mothers part, gave the 
Priſoner {i'ch kad Language as provoked ber to ſtrike her., and after 
having thrown her'in the Kenel,to tread upon her ; whoin a Fortnights 
time after Cied ;»butſhe being proved to be a ſickly Maid, and upon 
{efrch | no *truſes befng tound about her , the © Priſoner . was ac. 
quitEd: Weds pF : 

Aan Foſter was Tried for ſtealing of wearing apparel , Lace, Puter, 
Silver Spoons and other things to a very conſiderable value from a 
Gentleman, living 1n the Pariſh of St. Clements Deans , on the Twenty- 
Fourth of Ma#ch laſt, {everal of the Goods. being tound where ſhe had 
diſpoſed of them ; and the Evidence being plain againſt her ſhe was 
found guilty ofthe Fellony. 

Riazdol Polſon, who had formerly kept a Lime-Whart near: the Horſe- 
Ferry, was Indicted ſor ſtealing a Mare, valued at Six Pounds, a Saddle, 
bridle and Whip, from one Mr. Mead ; the Circumſtances accordin 
to Evidence thus, the Proſecuter coming from Dedford, met the Pri= 
- ſoner and another near the Halph-way-Houſe, who bid him ſtand and 
deliver ; whereupon he turning his Mare about,made up to the adjacent 
Houſes ; but they firing after him, cauſed him to diſmount and ſtand 
to their Mercy, who took about Seven Shillings in Money, a_Pocket- 
Book, and ſome Ribon from him ; and after that his Mare, the-whizch 
was afterwards found in an Inn in Weſtminſter, - being brought thither 
by the Priſoner anda Boy, aud deſcribed to be kept private. So that 
upon this, 'and the Priſoners own conteſſhop during his Impriſonment 
inthe Gate-honſe, he was found guilty of ſtealing the Mare, -&## , 
 Yoſeph Wood-all was Indifted for Murthering John Crafts, of be 
Pariſh of St. Martins inthe Fields; according to Evidence thus, the Pri- 
ſonex being. Labourer to the Deceaſed, who was a Brick-layer , and nor 
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minding his work, the Deceaſed told him, if he negle&ted it; he muſt 
employ another, upon whichthe Priſoner told him if he would pay him 
his Wages, he would be gon, but the Deceaſed denying he owed him 
any; having" paſſed his: word to ſecure the Houle where he Lodged ; 
whereupon a quarrel aroſe, and the Priſoner beat the. Deceaſed ſoun- 
mercifully, thar he died in three Weeks afterward, and laid. his Death 
tothe Priſoner, who thereupon was found guilty of Man-flaughter. 

" Edward Richardſon who had been formerly Condemned for Cliping 
and had got Pardon for Tranſportation, was Indited for ſeveral Ro- 
Berys on the High-way, to all which he pleaded guilty. =Y 
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&Jed upon the S:acute of the Twenty-fitth of Eljzabeth, 
for that he baving received Orders from the See of 
Rome, came over into England and afted as'a Prieſt, whoſe 


dence , and laſt Scflion* by realon of, a ſpecial Plea he
